OUR DEFICIENCIES. 



As a people wo favorably compare -with 
tha people of other towns for commercial 
integrity, stoady growth and industrial 
habits; but when it comes to the consid- 
eration of a question leading into tho fu- 
ture and the formation of a policy enabl- 
ing ns to ntilizo the many advantages by 
\rhioh we are surrounded we are either too 
big or too little to grapple with the all- 
important duties we are called upon as 
citizens to perform. Tho world of pro- 
gress is not now as it wa3 somo thirty 
years ago, when our fathers patiently 
■waited for advantages to riso around them 
by the slow process of time. To-day the 
subterranean wealth of tho earth, as well 
as the elements of air and water, are sub- 
sidized in the uttempt to develop the 
■world even ahead of its natural growth. 
Man's ambition has no limit; his aspira- 
tions are mingled with space, and intellec- 
tual culture has changed what was once 
considered Utopian into stern reality. 
Yet knowing this how pitiably a portion 
of this community act, and to that portion 
onr remarks are particularly addressed. 
Oar country if not a plethora of wealth 
is one of the most desirable on tho 
earth's surface, and our present Local 
Government, if not the best in the world, 
is at leafrt as good as can be produced 
from present material, and it is oven a 
matter of doubt whether, with different 
material, more honest and zealous rnou 
could be found. Still the howls of tho 
outs are forever dinning tho ears of the 
ins, and it is feared with no other object 
than to seoure control of the public money 
and patronage. A h«althy opposition, frea 
from sinister motives, is, and always has 
been, regarded as the custodian of public 
lights and privileges, and springs into 
existence whenever these rights aro in- 
vaded. But to-day what duties have been 
evaded »r rights ignored that representa- 
tives should be requested to act hostile to 
tko Government in power who are 
satisfying tho public mind? Is not new 
life beisg infused into the whole com- 
munity, and are not our prospects brighter 
for permanent development than at any 
time within the memory of the oldest 
settlers'? Is not the country beiii fa open- 
ed up to the extent of our limited means 
and our communication with the interior 
being rapidly perfected. Then why not 
be satisfied in doing well, and instead of 
being divided amongst ourselves, liko 
sportsmen over a bird before it is shot, let 
ua unite every effort in the promulgation 
of such measures as will be most condu- 
cive to our country's good. For whether 
the railroad is commenced under the aus- 
pices of our Government or another, so 
that the work is begun matters not; or 
whether the line when completed termin- 
ates at Bute Inlet or elsewhere matters 
not, so that we can grasp the Chinese and 
Japanese trade, and procure goods wo do 
not manufacture from the Dominion in 
exohange for nuoh surplus commodities 
ws produce and on which we have to pay 
exorbitant duties. If we differ from each 
other in theory as to how things should 
be done, let us at least agree that if they 
are done at all we shall bo better off then 
than now. 

DANGER AHEAD. 



Although we have frequently reverted 
to the Chinese question as a mattor re- 
quiring grave consideration, wo have 
never proposed to mitigate tho evil by 
any other means than by legislative ao 
tion. That Chinamen come here and to 
other parts of the world where labor is 
high is not to bo wondered at since tho 
same reason actuates all others in the 
same condition. But as they differ in their 
customs and manners so widely from 
nearly every other race, tho work of amal- 
gamation is almost impossible and to 
many rtujHgnilnt; Jls it. has been clearly 
shown by a thousand Various wriierti.tiiuv 
axe but suckers to tho parent vine, a fi- 
nancial blight and weakness to every 
country affording them protection, never 
affiliating with our customs orcreods. nor 
regarding any country as their permanent-, 
bnmc but i,'uo uue of their bit tb. Henoo the 
result of their savings and commercial pro- 
fits are exported to their own land and a 
gradual diminution of national wealth is 
the consequence of their baneful prosonco. 
We wish most sincerely to be humane, but 
in being so we must be just to ouraelvos, 
and take such precautions in tho intorost 
of our own race as will insure to us a last- 
ing peace and prosperity , undisturbed by 
communism and hostile labor associa- 
tions, such as aro being formod in the 
United States and which will •undoubted- 
ly ibud to bloodshed and tho worst scenes 
of political anarchy. British sympathy 
with the oppressed of every country is 
characteristic ot the raco, but wo have a 
duty to perform which ovorides all sonti- 
mont, and that is that owing to tho law- 
lessness which prevails in San Francisco 
and our expected prosperity during tho 
coming summer wo ar" likely to bo llood- 
ed with Chinamen within the next few 
months, which will render tho condition 
of white labor intolerable. It would bo 
wise for the legislature to tnke such stops 
aB may bo deomod advisable for tho con- 
servation of tho rights of those who in 
helping to dovelop this country should at 
least have a share in its prosperity. 

THE E^JRoTeAN SITTJATION. 



Our midnight dispatches inform us that 
a Ministerial oriuio l;ss nrisen in London. 
Lords Derby and Carnarvon nro at vari- 
ance with tho Premier on tho question of 
intervention in thoEastoru quarrel. Tho 
Premier iB known to favor tho ndobtioD of 
a warliko policy, whilst Carnarvon) from 
Lin speech to the South African deputa- 
tion, and Derby, from hifl November 
Bpaoch, nro bolievcd to favor a pneitio 
course. The Mmquiu of Salisbury is said 
to agroo with Derby and Canmrvuu. 
Soarcely anything has leaked out as to tho 
nature of Russia's reply to Groat Britain's 
offer to mediate; but it is not satisfactory 
to tho British Cabinet for tho reason that 
its tendency is to oxcludo Groat Britan 
from a voioo in tho settlement, Tho ques- 
tion is fraught with gravo issues for tho 
Mother Country, which cannot bo oxpoot- 
ed to tamely aubmit to bo ignored in a 
settlement that vitally affects hor interests,

B abk eb tille , Jan. 5.— Activity instat- 
ing off qnartz claims still continues. Tha 
whole country extending from Antler to 
Red Gulch, although snow covered to tho 
depth of several foot, is corrugated with 
enowahoe and foot tracks. Every old 
miner ia cudgeling his brains to recall to 
memory the various quartz ledges ho has 
seen in his prospeotiDgs. At tho present 
moment thero is an absence of the excite- 
ment whioh characterized the prospecting 
of early days of Cariboo. The men here 
go quietly to work with snowshoes, com- 
pass and shovel, and with tho latter clear 
away snow from croppings and stake 
•claims. Some of the more favored loca- 
tions are flanked by claims taken up in 
ithe hope that tho ledge may, by veering 
from one side to the other, cross a por- 
tion of the ground so taken up. The 
locators in these ca6es are oallod sido- 
wipers, and some of them may make a ten 
*trike or sell to advantage later on. The 
favored locality for staking claims the 
past week has been the ground lying be- 
tween the Black Jack Tunnel and the 
British Columbia Company's ground, 
whioh ia to an extent prospected, as the 
rock oan bo seen at a distance of forty 
fiet below and from it some rich 
samples wore had yesterday from tho 
drive which that Company are making 
aoross their lode. The whole extent of 
ground between tho two poiuta above 
named was staked oil", and the prognosti- 
cations are that tho Bonanza runs through 
the ground staked. The character of rock 
taken from the British Columbia shaft 
favor this theory. Another theory pre- 
vails, and that is that tho Bonanza and 
Steadman lodgos converge at or near the 
British Columbia shaft, and henco the 
richness of tho ore at that point. The 
claims lying between tho St. Laurent 
Company and <Enterpriso are par ex- 
cellence tho straight-up Bonanza claims 
and are named as follows: St. Lauront, 
Cariboo, American, Pinkerton or Lowhoo, 
and Enterprise. On Grouse .Creek a 
number of claims have also been taken 
up, and rock has been brought from that 
vicinity which is pronouneod by Mr. 
Inderstroth to be rich. It is of tho honey- 
comb variety and assays as high as seventy' 
eight dollars from croppings. Between 
the British Columbia shaft and Grouso 
Creek tho Proserpine, Pluto, Diver and 
Dow Companies aro ut work prospecting 
the lodo. Interests of 100 feet in tho throe 
former aro hold as high as §1,200, and 
sales have been mado at tboso rates. 
Prosorpiuo and Porsovoranco being tho 
favorites, no interests aro being olFered 
Looking northwesterly from tho Enter- 
prise ground wo have the Dunlevy loca 
tions. It is roportod to-day that these 
olaims, consisting of threo lying side by 
sido, being so located with a viow to dc 
feat tho efforts of sido-wipers, wero sold 
to F. J. Barnard for thirty thousand 
dollars; tho intention being to form i 
oompauy in Viotoria to work the claim 
This ground is regardod as boing tho 
northorly extension of tho Bonanza and 
samples of tho croppings justify tho bo 
liof. A prospecting tunnel ia being run 
to strike the ledge at a distanco of about 
iifty feet below tho surfaco. More north- 
erly still aro the locations of Goo. Byrnes 
and Sam Walker and others. Ono singu- 
lar fact demonstrated this week is that 
from tho high ground on tho Dunlovy 
locations looking southoastorly thoapoxos

Morning Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 4. — A dispatch from 
Syria says M. Tricoupees, the Greek 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, demanded 
of tho Powers the admission of Greeco 
to a congress preliminary to a conclu- 
sion of peace. It is said that Lord 
Derby haB recognized as just Greoce's 
claim to admission if other secondary 
states aro admitted. Italy has likewise 
replied favorably. Servier Pasha, tho 
Turkish Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has sont a note to Loudon protesting 
against the participation of Greoce. 
The 'Daily Telegraph,' 'Pall Mall Ga- 
zette' and other anti-Russian news- 
papers take the same viow of Earl 
Carnarvon's speech as did the 'Stand- 
ard.' This morning tho 'Standard' 
stated that England cannot with due 
regard to English interests accept tho 
proposition. Russia and Turkey can 
settle tho tormB of peaco subject only 
to Europe's ratification. If this claim 
was allowed England would be de- 
barred except under serious disadvan- 
tages from interfering in tho defence 
of hor legitimate interests. The Earl 
of Carnarvon's speech, it now seems, 
was delivered on Wednesday before 
the Cabinet Council which had to con- 
sider tho Russian answer to England's 
note rolative to peace negotiations. 

The Manchester 'Guardian's' Lon- 
don despatch says tho supporters of 
Lord Beaconsneki's policy contend 
that Earl Carnarvon's speech was not 
to expound but to influouco the Cabi- 
net's views. There is somo justifica- 
tion for this judgment. It is no secret 
that Earl Derby's November speech 
was a surprise to the Premier and also 
a source of intense annoyance; but it 
is likowise well known that tho Premier 
had given instructions to Layard, Am- 
bassador at Conotantinople, over the 
head of the foreign secretary. Earl 
Derby attempted to control one section 
of tho Cabinet in November. It is 
equally probable that Earl Carnarvon 
may be resorting to a similar expedi- 
ent now tho dangers of tho situation 
havo become more definite. Such are 
the views of those who believe that 
Earl Carnarvon's speech expressed no 
more than his porsonal opinion. I am 
bound to say they are in a minority. 
Somo of Earl Carnarvon s colleagues 
may differ from him in such questions 
as the justice or wisdom of the Cri- 
mean War; but they . aro perfectly 
unanimous as to tho necessity of this 
country having a voice in the final 
sottlement. The Cabinet aro under- 
stood to have addressed themselves to 
some of tho difficulties involved iu the 
means to uuaniuiity. The terms of 
peaco aro not now unknown to them 
and as represented hero they are much 
more moderate than was expected. 
According to ono account which is 
accepted in well-informed quarters, 
the neutralization of tho Dardanelles 
is not even mentioned; but there is 
cession of territory in Bessarabia to 
tho old frontier. I suppose tho inde- 
pendence of Sorvia, and Roumanian 
cession of territory to Montenegro, and 
cession of Batoum and Kars aro 
part of tho scheme. With the now 
light thus thrown upou the situation, 
it would not bo surprising if our gov- 
ernment advised tho Sultan to mako a 
direct appeal to Russia- 

Tho 'Times' referring to these con 
Aiding interpretations says there ought 
to be ar. end to the mystery and am- 
biguity which have of late shukou every 
interest in the country. The time has 
more than como when the government 
should cease, whether at homo 
abroad, to havo two voices. The pub- 
lic have no wish to inquire too curi- 
ously into tho idiosyncrasies of indi 
viduals or ihe secrets of tho Cabinet; 
but tho serious aud vital interests of 
tho country would bo imperilled by 
auy prolongation of this ambiguity aud 
tho public would justly resent any 
fresh oncoutugoment to tho recent 
agitation. Tho policy upon which tho 
country is resolved aud to whioh the 
Ministry are pledged is one recom- 
mended, not only by expediency, but 
by justico and honor, aud any menaco 
or deviation from it oaunot bo long 
endured. 

Bucharest, Jan. 4.— The army which 
was to cross Schipka Pass and co-op- 
erato with Gou . Gourka in a movement 
against Adrianoplo gives no sign of 
activity and while the the present 
weather contimos such operations 
would bo impossible. Deep snow 
offers an almost insurmountable obsta- 
cles to wagons and tho Russians havo 
no sledgos. An order has boon issued for 
a supply of sledgos, but by the timo thoy 
are ready tho snow will probably have 
disappeared and roods bo impnssablo 
from mud and water. It is improbable 
that tho Russians can reach Adrianoplo 
before May next.

St. Petersruro, Jan. 4.— A private dis- 
patch received here announces thut «nly 
forty thousand Turks have retired in Rou- 
molia, tho remainder of tho Ottoman 
forces, numbering seventy thousand, re- 
maining north of the Balkans, aro distri- 
buted among tho fortresses of tho Qua- 
drilateral. 

Osman Pashn will shortly be conveyed 
to tho town of Riacan where he v/ill pass 
his captivity. 

The Journal <le St. Petersburg says Rus- 
sia could not, in the interests of peaco it- 
self, do otherwise than refuse all interven- 
tion and make it clearly understood that 
peace must be discussed between the 
belligerents. Any injury by Russia to 
tho Suez Canal is quite out of tho ques- 
tion, aud if peace negotiations were open- 
ed now the llussiun occupation of Con- 
stantinople would bo equally out of the 
question. If there are any other points 
upon which British interests might be 
affected they must be of minor import- 
ance, and a frank, loyal explanation be- 
tween tho Russian, Turkish and English 
Governments would lead to an under- 
standing on tho subject without interrupt- 
ing negotiations. 

Berlin, Jan. d.— Tho supplementary 
estimates have boon laid before the Fed- 
oral Councils for the next year's budgot, 
swelling tho probable doficitto 35,000,000 
marks.

Fresh Disturbances at Hatcham.

Disturbances have again taken place at 
St. James', Hatcham. At eight o olock in 
tho morning there was a low celebration 
of the Holy Communion, the Rev. Arthur 
Tooth being tho colebraut. M, 11 o'clock 
the Rov. Malcolm McColl, who bad as 
sistod at the early celebration, conducted 
the ordinary morning sorvice.in theoourse 
of which loud cries of "Shame" and "No 
Popory," were raised, the disturbance ul- 
timately growing into a free fight. Some 
one exclaimed aloud that "the candles 
had no right to be thero," meaning on or 
over tho communion table, and a move- 
ment was made towards the entrance of 
the chancel. Soveral of tho choristora 
rushed to prevent any intrusion, aud for 
a fow seconds there was a desperate strug- 
gle iu which the iron gato, which is of a 
light elegant pattern was broken. A loud 
outcry for the police, of whom a small 
detachmont was outside, ensued, and an 
indescribable scene of confusion followed. 
No further material damage was done, 
but it wat somo time before order was 
restored and tho excitod congregation 
could be persuaded to leave the church. 
Outside there was a great deal of alterca- 
tion of a personal character. Some wero 
denounced as "Maconochie'B lot," and, 
on the other hand, several of tho leading 
"Associationists" wore also stigmatised by 
name. "Blackguards," "hypocrites," 
"scoundrels," and other epithets were 
bandied about, and any observant by- 
stander might easily havo seen that there 
were three parties, Ritualists and Protest- 
ants from a distanco and a local party. In 
tho ovening, as time approached for hold- 
ing the services, a turbulont crowd as 
sonibled and groat confusion prevailed 
At ono timo a strong bptly of dissentinets 
struck up tho well known Moody and 
Sankoy strain, "Hold tho fort," &c, but 
two vorses had scarcely boon got through 
when an equally strong body of voices 
brought it to un end by groans, and then 
struck up "The Church's ono foundation," 
which, in its turn, was overpowered by 
antagonistic sounds. This sort of thing 
went on for some time; and now and again 
somo stout Protestant began a harangue 
tho purport of whioh would bo that thoy 
would havo the church down stono by 
stono rather than oountonanco Popory 
Tho police by this timo having boen con 
siderably reinforced, Inspector Rolf form 
od thorn in line, and announced that he 
was about to clear the street. Mr. Mo 
Cluro, ono of the loading Protestants 
thou addressed that portion of the orowd 
nearest tho church, and asked them to 
disperse in obedionco to the request of 
the police inspoctor, to whose forboarauco 
ho paid a high tributo of praise, and as 
surod bis hoarera that "by God's grace 
and in God's strength, what thoy so justly 
complained of would bo dono away " 
The orowd then slowly oboyed tho pros 
sure put upon them by tho polico and 
gradually dispersod. By eight o'olock tho 
streets wore cleared aud all was quiet. 
No ovening service took place bocauso of 
tho disorder.
